In the Notice of Allowability mailed February 27, 2006, the Examiner made reference to 
the Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance which is set forth in the Notice of 
Allowability mailed May 5, 2005. In that Notice of Allowability, the Examiner stated that: 
"The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious a method of conducting an optical inspection of a specimen in association 
with an optical disk that includes positioning one detector on one side of the disc 
and two detectors on the other side of the disc as shown in Claim 14, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of Claims 14, 28 and 46." (Emphasis 
added) 

Applicant respectfully notes that the Examiner has mischaracterized the language of 
Claims 14, 28 and 46, in that those claims do not define "two detectors on the other side of the 
disc". Rather, Claim 14 states that "said first and second optical detectors are positioned in 
operable proximity to opposite sides of the optical disc". Similarly, Claim 28 includes the 
limitation of "said detector system for optically inspecting said specimen including a first 
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detector on one side of said optical disc and a second detector on an opp osite side of said optical 
disc." (Emphasis added). Furthermore, Claim 46 defines structure including "a first detector 
located in operable proximity to a first side of said optical disc and a second detector located in 
operable proximity to a second side of said optical disc". Thus, none of claims 14, 28 or 46 
include a limitation wherein one detector is positioned on one side of the disc and two detectors 

are positioned on the other side of the disc. 

Nevertheless, Applicant respectfully submits that, for at least the reasons indicated in 
Applicant's Amendment mailed September 3, 2004, Claims 14, 28 and 46, as well as the other 
claims whose allowability is indicated, clearly define subject matter which is patentable over the 
prior art of record. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits that the claims continue to be in 
condition for allowance and requests that the application be allowed to proceed to issuance.
